Mrs. McKoane, who lives nearby the 
eerie scene at Whispering Oaks Lane near 
the Deer Lake subdivision, claims that 
about five teenage boys in a car in front of 
hers got out of their car to look at it. "I 
should have gone to talk to them, but I

’ She continued to explain why she feels it 
was an unidentified flying object (UFO)

. Dr. Hynek has "spotters" around the 
area, including Lt. Ron llcmingsen of 
Barrington. "But I didn’t think to call the 
police. I thought the news media and 
'people like Dr. Hynek would have been 

g ictcd by other people who may have 
it."

borhood, and they claim to have seen a 
similar "thing" the night before, which 
just happened to be Halloween. 

After trick-or-treating, Cynthia Bur- 
chcll and Jean Remack, both seventh 
graders at Middle School, were in front of 
the Burchell home with Cynthia’s mother, 
Lee. 

"I don’t believe in UFOs, but I did see 
something. It was quite large and had 
lights all around," said Mrs. Burchell, 
who tends to think it was a publicity stunt 
of some kind. 

Understandably, both girls were ex¬ 
cited. "It looked round and black and was 
going around in a circle," said Cindy. "It 
was bigger than an airplane. It was 
making a strange, beeping sound and was 
going toward Baker’s Lake." 

Jean also heard the beeping sounds and 
agreed it was bigger than a plane. "It was 
shaped like a cigar and it had little square 
lights that went on and off.” 

Each witness has encountered the usual 
amount of skepticism when telling the 
story, especially the reactions of the 
children’s friends. 

As for Mrs. McKoane, when she tried to 
tell her sister-in-law, "she just changed 
the subject. She refused to hear any of it." 

And her father? "He went back to his 
football game.”

Butch Buford, NE 12th Court, Ocala, is a guy who has done 
extensive research on unidentified flying objects for three 
years.

Mrs. Beverly Coyle called this morning 
and - not using the term "U.F.O." or 
even seeing particularly alarmed-qucst- 
ioned as to whether we had any 
knowledge of an Air Force test in the 
area. She said she and her husband and 
daughter were sitting in the den of their 
, home on Orchard, watching the Streets of 
San Francisco.

Looking toward the west, the trio first 
spotted two bright lights, each with a red 
and a blue light on either side.'

These 
came from the south through a route 
approximately similar to Lamb’s Canyon 
Road. 

Thereafter, all four hovered together. 

The Coyles' second throught was that 
the crafts were helicopters, but this too 
was ruled out, when the 12-year-old 
daughter pointed out the absence of any 
sound or noise. 

Eventually, all four craft took off in a 
southwesterly direction, towards the 
'general area of the Badlands along Route 
60. They reportedly moved sideways and 
then away--not banking as a regular 
airplane would.

The public information officer was not 
available as The Record-Gazette went to 
l press.

She observed this UFO from 
5:30 a.m. to 0:15 a.m. when it 
seemed to take off; it seemed to 
fade in the distance in a westerly 
direction. 

Shortly after 6:30 a.m. w*hen 
Mrs. Coleman determined she

On Wednesday night last week, 
seven observers for Project Starlight 
International were routinely 
scanning the ink-black Hill Country 
skies outside Austin when one of 
them spotted an exceptionally bright 
object. 

"Look at this!** he cried, 
managing to focus a camera on the 
yellow-white light before ■ it 
disappeared. 

The result of this incident is a 
photograph Ray Stanford, director of 
the project to attract UFOs, claims 
records the path of an airborne, 
unknown object. 

., Stanford said at a Friday press 
conference that the photo records 
two high-speed turns which could not 
have been made by a man-made 
satellite or aircraft. "The right angle 
turns are certainly indicative of a 
UFO." he said. 

It also shows the squiggly wave 
pattern which, according to Stanford, 
is often reported in UFO 
observations. 

He said he and his cohorts made no 
attempt to.signal the object which 
approached from the southwest and 
passed near the zenith of the 
circular, multicolored ligh' system 
which the group has built 15-20 miles 
northwest of Austin as a UFO 
station. "We were more concerned 
with it,” he said. 

f Atmospheric effects on the object’s

light suggest that it was traveling 
outside the earth's atmosphere, 
possibly 90-100 miles away, Stanford 
said. He estimated the object’s speed . 
to be 15,000 to 25,000 miles per hour., 
Though the sky was exposed on 
film for about 10 seconds, it took the 
UFO only an estimated two to four 
seconds to travel the path recorded 
plus "that fantastic maneuver," 
claimed Stanford. 

He said he didn’t know why the 
vehicle apparently cut off its lights 
just as it was being photographed. 
Later he added, "Personally, I think 
they (apparently the drivers of the| 
vehicle) can read our thoughts." 

Sam Wilson of the Travis County 
Sheriff's Office said that no UFOs 
were reported in that area on that 
particular Wednesday night. "We 
didn't have any UFOs reported 
anywhere that night," he said. 

Project Starlight International is 
sponsored by the Association for the 
Understanding of Man, a nonprofit 
organization which studies such 
subjects as UFOs, parapsychology, 
and dreams. It Is funded through 
membership fees and private 
contributions. ; 

Standford considers the study of 
UFOs potentially valuable since they 
might be a source of knowledge 
about methods of generating energy. 

"The nation that discovers the 
secret of UFOs has a comer on the 
market in terms of energy," he said.

S are back in Surry County after an 
absence of over a year. 

It was in October, 1973 when UFO 
f reports kept the sheriff’s department 
j busy, as well as reporters and 
1 photographers from near by daily 
‘ newspapers. 

• Dozens of residents including a 
physician and his wife reported 
•witnessing a speeding “ball of light” 
cross the northeastern skies three 
weeks ago on Saturday night at 10:23. 
, Sightings of the phenomena—still 
l unidentified at this writing — poured in 
from the local citizens as well as 

Raleigh, Durham and Greensboro. 

According to the eyewitnesses, it 
appeared about 75 degrees above the 
horizon and moved like a comet. It was 
described as “a fireball with a green 
tail by some witnesses.” 

A weather newsman in Greensboro 
reported an unusual blip on the TV 
weather radar screen at the same 
time. 


■ The light was also cited, as it flew 
.above Interstate 85, near Highway 70 
near Durham. 

Most observers agreed it lasted only 
four to five seconds. 

In Raleigh and Durham the object 
was reported to have lighted the 
treetops without making a sound. 

A check with the Naval Space 
Survillcnce Center in Virginia, and the 
U. S. Naval Observatory in Washing¬ 
ton, D. C. brought no confirmation or 
additional information. 

Some witnesses said it looked like an 
airliner on fire about to crash. 

The object sighted in Surry County, 
however does not look anything like the 
light Joe Nall of Putnam has been 
seeing for some 30 years. 

The light Nall pointed out to me is 
much smaller and is only one color, 
bright white.

The “strange flying object” seen over 
Baker's Lake the night of Nov. 1 by Mrs. 
Madeleine McKoane and her son, 
Michael, is being investigated by the 
Center for UFO (Unidentified Flying 
Objects) Studies at Northwestern 
University. Lt. Ron Hemingsen of the 
Barrington Police Department is con- 
* ducting the local investigation. 

A director of the center, Sherman 
- Larsen, was in Barrington Thursday to 
present a program on UFOs at a meeting 

> of the Barrington Area Chapter of the 
Chicago Junior League. Larsen’s ap- 
pearance, scheduled long before the 
"sighting,” took on local interest and 

► significance. Mrs. McKoane attended the 
program and recounted her story. 

Larsen explained the work of the center 
\ and the scientists, engineers and 
professional persons who volunteer their 
time and effort to explore the UFO 
phenomenon. He noted that the 
significance to society of these objects is 
being obscured by popular confusion and 
misconceptions. The United States 
government, he said, has treated the 
problem as a “distinct inconvenience.” 

To pursue the study and analysis of the 
phenomenon, Larsen said, the non-profit 
center is calling upon the talent of center 
associates and employing the facilities of 
universities and industry wherever 
possible. 

He gave examples of studies done by 
the center after several reported 
sightings and outlined some of the- 
procedure used to determine whether a 
reported object is termed a UFO. 

He showed slides of various objects 
photographed by individuals and in¬ 
dicated which were actual UFOs and 
which were unintentional tricks of 
lighting, photography, etc., or hoaxes. 

One slide of a confirmed UFO 
photographed by an astronaut on a space 
flight looked to Mrs. McKoane like the 
object she saw in the sky. She said the 
shape was almost identical to that of the 


bright, large object she saw spinning over 
the lake. 

Center Interested 

Larsen said the center is interested in 
Mrs. McKoane’s sighting and that it is 
under investigation. He said two aerial 
advertising firms in the area, already 
have been contacted about flights over 
Barrington on Nov. 1. Neither firm, he 
said, had a plane in the air at the time. 

The Courier-Review, however, had a 
report that Congressman Philip Crane 
was using aerial advertising during his 
re-election campaign. A call to Crane’s 
office confirmed the report. 

Pilot of the plane, Barry Bamow, a 
partner in the Aerial Advertising Co., 
Highland Park, told the Courier-Review 
his firm operates the only plane in the 
area with an electronic billboard. For five 
nights prior to and including Nov. 1, 
Bamow said he flew his, small single 
engine monoplane over the Barrington 
area, carrying the 10 foot by 50 foot 
lighted billboard which read, "Re-elect 
Philip Crane Nov. 5.” On the night of Nov. 

1 he said he was over Barrington and a 

“darkened area” near Route 14, traveling 
southeast around 8 p.m. He concluded the 
darkened area could well have been the 
lake. 

Explaining how his billboard works, 
Bamow said the message "travels across 
the board, like the Times Square sign,” 
and can only be read from directly below 
the plane. From a side view spectators 
get a variety of impressions, he said, and 
O’Hare Airport has called him when 

reports of planes on fire or other strange 
sights have been called in. 

As of last Thursday, he said, the UFO 
center had not called him. 

Hearing of the Crane plane, Mrs. 
McKoane was skeptical that so small a 
craft could have looked so Large and the 
lights so bright. “I’d have to see it,” she 
said. | 

Lt. Hemingsen said, “That could be it,” 
adding that he would follow up the report.^

A Whitecourt couple spot¬ 
ted what they termed an 
Unidentified Flying Object 
while on their way to Dray¬ 
ton Valley Friday night, Oc¬ 
tober 25. 

Ken and Rose Case re¬ 
ported they were driving 
south on Highway 57 when 
they spotted what they first 
thought was a white star in 
the east. This observation 
was made about 16 miles 
north of Drayton Valley at 
9:50 p.m. 

After driving for several 

miles, they realized the ob¬ 
ject was too low to be a star, 


and they pulled over at the 
Tomahawk turnoff to ob¬ 
serve it from outside the car. 

Mrs. Case saw only a 
white light at first. Then it 
came closer, and she saw 
three white lights, “like spot 
lights" - which would flash 
on and off alternately, with 
two on at once. They heard a 
distinct “funny droning 
sound", which was not loud 
but could easily be heard 
once outside the car. 

She said the object, which 
they firmly believe was not 
an airplane or a helicopter, 
was about twice as high as 


the tree tops. However, she 
regretted that they could 
not make out a distinct 
shape, but could only see the 
three flashing lights. 

The UFO then turned to¬ 
wards the northeast for a 
short distance, whereupon 
the Cases noticed a single 
red light “on the back”. All 
the while the object did not 
maintain a level or constant 
flight; rather it “sort of hov¬ 
ered, but not on one level". 

Then the UFO turned in a 
general direction towards 
Drayton Valley. About five 
minutes had elapsed from 


the time the Cases had stop¬ 
ped their car to watch the 
object. 

The couple resumed their 
journey to Drayton, all the 
while trying to maintain a 
sighting of the object. How¬ 
ever, it eventually disap¬ 
peared from view. 

“You hear of UFO sight¬ 
ings from other places, but 
you never think you might 
spot one some day", reflect¬ 
ed Mrs. Case. 

She has so far not made an 
official report of the sighting 
to the police.

Made No Noise 


A Mjnderi area milkman 
says he will never again doubt 
the existence of unidentified 
[flying^objects . . : He was 
pursued, by one as he started 
out from his Lochlin home on 
his early morning drive to the 
dairy for which he works. 

Vividly recounting the ex¬ 
perience to a reporter for the 
Minden' Progress, 36-year-old 
Ron Smith said he was driving 
along the ‘ Ingoldsby Road 
when an unidentified flying 
object overtook -and pursued 
him, leaving him shocked, 
shaken and landing his vehi¬ 
cle in a shallow ditch along¬ 
side the road. 

Here is how the Progress 
reported . Mr. Smith’s hair- 
raising experience: 

The 3'6-yeaf-old dairy deliv¬ 
ery man said he had just left 
his Lochlin ‘home' .and was 
driving to work at Minden 
about 4 a m. Thanksgiving 
Day when the object suddenly 
rose from- behind the .barn of 
the Doug Carpenter farm to 
hover an estimated 500 feet 
in the air. • Mr. Smith, who 
stopped, turned off his car’s 
motor and got out leaving the 
headlights on, kaid the object 
'was as-wide as a house’. He 
described it as ‘shaped like a 
sea shell’, and said- its peri¬ 
meter was marked With glow¬ 
ing red and green lights ‘like 
a truck's marker lights’. 


Above it, as though attach¬ 
ed to a mast, was a flashing, 
white light, ‘the brightest 
light I’ve ever seen’. Mr. 
Smith said he could hear what 
sounded like a car engine 
‘idling’. 

Seconds later the object 
darted away towards Lochlin 
at ‘incredible speed’. 

Continuing on towards Min¬ 
den, Mr. Smith said he had 
driven less than a quarter- 
mile when he noticed that the 
object had returned and over¬ 
taken him and was keeping 
pace with his car from slight¬ 
ly above and to the right. 

‘It seemed to be possibly 
1,500 feet in the air and I 
had to crouch in order to 
keep it in view through the 
top part of the windshield,’ 
he .recalled. 

Mr. Smith said that although 
he was travelling at only ‘20 
miles an hour, he was so in¬ 
tent on watching the object 
that he drove into a shallow 
ditch.

| A third line of development In the flying 
saucer saga Is that fur 20 years nr more people 
^have been contacted by occupants of flying

him that (lie.inhabitants of other planets are 
i gelling worried about his childish, dangerous

1 If one had to choose a atartlng point for all 
this 1947 would ha as good as any. In that 
year an American pilot Kenneth Arnold 


claimed he saw flying discs just like flying 
saucers. Enormous publicity was given la this 
event. An attempt was made In the spate of 
further alleged sightings to change the name to 
unidentified flying objects — UFOs — it bring 
felt that this nomenclature was more (scientific, 
being ntoic neutral. Both names — flying 
saurrrs and UFOs—are still there. 

In (he years that followed; thousands of 
glghtlngs were reported and the cults described 
. abort developed. Hooka wort published, club* 

, end aoeietlea were formed In many ooantrlH, 
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the members of which devoted themselvei to 
• the study and understanding of UI Os. Thelf 
enthusiasm haa continued to the present day. 

Thus George Adamskl and Desmond I^slle 
In 1941 published “Flying Saucers have 
laindcd," claiming that Adamskl met a 
Venusian and was allowed to go for a trip in 
his spaceship. This hook was influential, prob¬ 
ably Inspiring a host of Imitators, all of them 
sparking off the development of the flying 
saucer movement. 

More recently, W. R. Drake, Otto Binder, 
Andrew Tomas, -and Erich von Dnnlkrn, 
among others, have published books on the 
‘‘visitors from outer space’’ theme adding to 1 
the public’s conviction that planet Earth must 
have been or Is still the Piccadilly Circus of the 
universe, fn psrllcular Erich von Danlkcn'a 
three best-selling honks arc full of pictures of 
rock-carvings, xtntncs, paintings, stone monu¬ 
ments, cvllndcr seals, and so on, supposed to 
he primitive man's records and Impressions of 
the celestial visitors who Interfered with him. 

Unfortunately von Daniken’s scientific 
arguments seem to he for the mnsi part on the 
level of that of the man who said that surely 
the oldest motor car Is the Triumph for Is It 
not said In the Bible that David's triumph was 
seen In the streets of Jerusalem? The artifacts 
he draws attention to are as duhlnua as the 
exhlhli In the Irish museum labelled “Skull of 
Oliver Cromwell as a young hov.” 

4Vhaf la one to mtvke of It all? 

With resneet to sighting reports of flying 
aaueers, or UI'Os, several painstaking Investi¬ 
gations by scientists and air force groups, 
particularly In the United States, have been 
made. leaving aside the hogxes, vague un¬ 
confirmed dcscrlpllnns, and reports hv people 
with a history of menial Illness, some 
thousands of saucer sightings, visual and/or- 
radar, were acrutinlsrd. 

It .was found that about 9.4% could be 
satisfactorily explained as being due to high¬ 
flying aircraft, meteorological balloons, air¬ 
craft vapour trails, meteorites, hall lightning,, 
even the planet Venus, which can he a brilliant 
ob|cct In daylight. About 7% of sightings 
remained for which no explanation In known . 
terms enuld l*e put forward. 

• Perhaps tliev were caused hv natural 
phenomena science hss not yet recognised, 
studied, gnd understoodi after all, our know¬ 
ledge uf electromagnetism Is only a century 
mil a half old. Or It could he that a fraction 
of those 7"- were Inderd due to rrnft of 
unknown origin. But that, I maintain. Is as 
far as It goes where sightings art concerned. 

Where reports of contact with extra-terres¬ 
trials. voyages In flying saucers f‘‘« trip round ■ 
the hay"), warnings, gifts of esoteric know¬ 


ledge bv these hrlngt are roncerned, the vwt j 
majority are ao fatuous, so downright wrong In 
questions of elementary ilvnjmlca, astronomy, 
or any other aclenee. commcntrd upon, that 
their credibility Is rern. I licve beings could not 
even cross the street, far less the unlverae. 

Their philosophical anil religious teachings 
are embarrassingly pnrrlle, ao stuffed with | 
meaningless |argon that one la charitably j 
forced to believe that everything has been lost 
In the trunilstlon. 

For an up-to-date example of tbl« hrench 
of saucerology I would recommend Url Geller'g. 
recent biography whrrc it lx revealed that Mr^ 
Geller anil Ills associates are In contact with a * 
race of computers, built by super-beings to 1 
reach and guide the human race. No. On 
second thoughts I really cannot recommend it. j 

To an astronomer the whole topic li sad 
and Irritating. For these people have got hold 
of something Important, an Idea, as Carl Sagan 
has said, whnsr time luvs come, but In so doing 
they have distorted It, kicked it along tha 
muddled streets of their minds, and possibly 
spoiled its chance of proper acceptance hy 
mankind. That Idea Is the concept of extra--' 
terrestrial life. 

Everyone knows the unlverae Ij Urge and 1 
old hut few appreciate |ust how large and old . 
It Is. If the universe were Glasgow Cathedral, 
the 10(1,000, (inn.null specks.of dust In it are (he 
galaxies of stars; If our galaxy Is the Con¬ 
tinent of Asia, the I(1(1,0(1(1,(100,000 dust motea 
In It are (he atars -— yhc solar system being one ' 
penny In sire. If the universe la one year old,' 
created on January I, man appeared 13 .

f deaths in western Kansas-and. 
Nebraska crept across the slate 
line and into Yuma County last 
week. 

A cow, belonging to Martin 
! Dickson, was found dead irf a 
field east of Eckley early' last 
week, just off highway 34. 
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Bob Murphy, assistant sheriff, 
said that a surgical incesion hud 
been made through the cow's ear 
and 1 every ounce of blood had 
been . drained from the 1,100 
pound animal. The bag and ail vi¬ 
tal organs had been removed. Ot¬ 
herwise. the animal was intact 
when discovered. 

One veterinarian described it 
as a high class surgical job, re¬ 
quiring skill and technique be¬ 
yond the capabilities of any kn¬ 
own person in the area, profes¬ 
sional or not. 

Adding to the mystery, no 
tracks or marks were found at 
the site. 

According to information from 
the Yuma County Sheriff's office, 
the case closely parallels several 
incidents in Kansas and Nebras-. 
ka during the past two months. 

As far-fetched as it might 
sound. UFO's and witchcraft are 
at' least mentioned in police re¬ 
ports- In fact, UFO sightjngs 
seem to correspond in time and 


location with the slain cattle. One 
sighting was reported by a reli¬ 
able eyewitness between Holyoke 
and Wray last week, one day af-- 
ter the dead cow was discovered 
on the Dickson ranch. 

It's a crazy, unexplainable 
story, and the Pioneer is only re¬ 
lating information from law en¬ 
forcement officers. In the mean¬ 
time, ranchers are advised to 
closely check their herds—and 
not to shake hands with any little 
green men wandering around in 
the pasture.

Disappearanceof Family From Camp 
Unsolved After Intensive Search 


COPPER, Ore. W) — On Sun¬ 
day,-. September 1, Richard Cow- 
den and his son, David, walked 
into the general store at Copper 
in southern Oregon’s rugged Sis¬ 
kiyou Mountains for a quart of 
milk. 

They left with the milk and 
haven't been seen since. 

Neither has Cowdcn’s wife, 
Belinda, 22, or their 5-month-old 
daughter, Alelissa. 

For two months, the police 
and volunteer searchers have 
probed the mountains for clues. 
There arc no known motives for 
foul play. Friends and family 
describe Cowdcn as a reliable, 
likeable, hard-working man with 
no apparent reason to vanish 
voluntarily. 

. Cowdcn, 28, a log truck driver 
from White City, near Medford, 
had taken his family camping 
during the Labor Day week end. 
On that Sunday, they were to 
have gone to the home of Mrs. 
Cowdcn's mother, Mrs. Ruth 
Grayson, for dinner. 

But.’ they didn't show up, and 
that evening people started to 
worry. Mrs. Grayson went to the 
nearby campsite and found no¬ 
body there. The quart of milk 
they had bought that morning 
was there, and a plastic dishpan 
was set out on the picnic table. 
Fishing poles were against a 
tree. The family pickup wag 
parked nearby. There were Mrs. 
Cowdcn's purse and Melissa’s 
diaper bag, and the camp stove. 

Near the creek was Cowden’s 


expensive watch and his billfold 
with $23 in it. His wife's opened 
pack of cigarettes was there. 

For more than a week, the 
mountains were smothered with 
searchers. 

State police covered both sides 
of all the creeks and rivers, in 
the area and the gullies leading 
down to them as well. 

The Forest Service checked 
every road and trail within a 
25-mile radius of the camp. 
Planes and helicopters criss¬ 
crossed the sky taking infrared 
photos. 

The National Guard came. So 
did bands of Explorer Scouts 
and scores of other volunteers. 
Bloodhounds were brought in. 

But there was nothing. Not a 
footprint, not a scent. Nothing. 

There was nothing at the Cow- 
dens’ home to indicate they 
hadn’t planned to return. 

Vegetables ripened in the win¬ 
dow. The freezer had been filled 
for winter. They had just redec¬ 
orated David’s room. 

The only known witness is the 
family dog, Droopy, a basset. 
Droopy showed up at the store 
at Copper early September 2 
and scratched at the door. 

The police don't know where 


Droopy was in the meantime. 
His pawprints were added to the 
slowly thickening- file, on the 
disappearance'. 

Mrs. Grayson made periodic 
checks of the area for weeks 
after the Cowdchs vanished. 

She said the Cowdens were in 
debt. “But who-isn’t?" she 
asked. Cowdcn vanished during 
what was described as a peak 
earning time for workers in the 
logging industry.. - 

She said they may have been 
forced into a car at gunpoint, 
but is at a loss to say why. 

Two other vehicles were re¬ 
ported in the area that day. One 
has been accounted for. The 
other, a van, has riot. 

Reports and-tips still dribble 
into state police headquarters at 
Medford. Lt. Mark Rczar, who 
heads the investigaton, said 
most of them were hunches or 
reports of dreams and visions. 
He said if they bring to light any 
new possibilities, tney are fol¬ 
lowed lip. 

Friends and f.amily members 
still check the area occasionally 
with the scant hope that some¬ 
thing was misscd t or an old min¬ 
ing shaft was overlooked. A$2,- 
000 reward has been offered.

Dr. Grover Krantz,. anthropolo¬ 
gist and author, presented a com¬ 
pelling case for Sasquatch, or Big - 
foot at a lecture held the alter - 
n07m oT Oct. 24 at the Popcorn 
Forum at North Idaho College in 
Coeur d’Alene. 


Dr. Krantz said that many peo¬ 
ple (about 600 reported), have 
claimed to have seen one or more 
of these creatures, and that their 
descriptions are essentially identl- 
■ cal. 


The first Impression is, that they 
arc viewing a wild animal which 
is standing like a human being. 
, These human-like forms are large 
— about eight feet tall,' weighing 
approximately 800 pounds (which 
] is in the range of a large grizzly 
'bear), and described as having a 
heavy covering of hair, two to 
three inches long. Parts of the 
I face were free of hair, looking 
vaguely human and also something 
Jlike a gorilla. The arms were said 
to be heavily muscled, so that no 
neck was visible. 


In the case of Sasquatehes, it is, 
a matter of record that many peo¬ 
ple have found such trails. A good 
case can be made for about six 
hundred. Dr. Krantz said. He 
showed plaster casts which he had 
made of footprints found in south¬ 
western Washington. These casts, 
the exact shape of the impression 
left in the ground and showing all 
the markings of the underside of 
the foot, were 17” long. They had 
a human shape, and were 5" wide 
at the heel. A trail of 500 such 
prints was examined, and some 
shorter trails were also found. 


The evidence showed that Sas¬ 
quatch walked very carefully, put¬ 
ting his feet down softly. Striding 
downhill, his steps were five feet 
apart. 


Computing from the depth and 
length of the print, which mea¬ 
sured 18”, the animal had to weigh 
over 800 pounds. It would be im¬ 
possible to fake impressions, due 
to the fact that one would have to 
leap five feet at each step with 600 
pounds of sandbags on his back. 


Hand Prints Found 


Stories Not Believed . 


I There is a definite hazard con- 
.nected with being one of the for¬ 
tunate, or unfortunate, people who 
.have seen a Sasquatch. Some of 
’them have given detailed accounts 
of what happened tc them after 
•sighting such a creature. A com¬ 
posite or these accounts goes 
something like this: "A man is out 
, on his farm or ranch in the early 
morning. He looks up and freezes 
in shock as he secs a strange, 
hairy thing at the edge of the 
trees. It turns and glances at him. 
The man rushes into the house and 
tells his wife, who scoffs at him. 
He tells his neighbor, who accuses 
him of drinking too much booze In 
the morning. He tells a police offi¬ 
cer or the sheriff, who laugh and 
turn to more important things. He 
may go to a newspaper man, who 
will say, “No way!” No one be¬ 
lieves the- poor fellow, and from 
then on he keeps his story to him¬ 
self.” 


What was so unusual about this 
set of prints was the fact that one 
foot clearly showed the effects of 
crippling. Hundreds of these tracks 
wore laid down and were well de¬ 
fined. Dr. Krantz said that the 
type of crippling involved is easy 
to identify because of what it has 
done to the bones. The long axis 
of the foot was twisted or bent; 
the middle toe was missing; and 
the outside edge of the foot was 
longer than the other foot. Since 
the heel was a mirror image of the 
other heel, there was no mistak¬ 
ing the fact that this was a pair 
of footprints. He deduced that the 
bones had been pulled apart by an 
infection between them. 


Assuming that Sasquatch exists, 
one must also assume that he has 
to eat. He probably eats what a 
bear eats; roots of plants, berries, 
insects, etc. Since he would dig , 
with his hands to get roots, he | 
might leave hand prints in the soft 
dirt brought out of the hole. And ! 
so he does. Dr. Krantz produced a 
plaster cast of a hand print, 14'/,” 
long (he was a small Sasquatch) | 
and it was no ordinary hand. 


In drawings of a reconstruction 
of the bones in Bigfoot’s foot, Dr. 
Krantz showed that the front part 
is relatively short and the heel is 
long compared to a human foot, 
meaning a change where the body 
weight strikes the foot. He ex¬ 
plained that if this were a hominid 
it could not walk as we do, with 
the same foot design, since it 
would weigh too much for its 
strength. It would have to change 
the structure of its foot — to the 
exact design shown by the plaster 
cast. , 


The cast showed all five digits 
on the hand, but the thumb turned 
in the same direction as the fin¬ 
gers. All humans have an oppos¬ 
able thumb. Also, while in humans 
the muscles that control the 
thumb, are located at its base, 
making a rounded hump, the hand 
that made the print in question 
was flat at the base of the thumb. 
Fingerprints were clearly visible 
in the mold. The hand was roughly 
half again longer than a human 
hand, and twice as wide. Length 
of the fingers were more nearly 
equal than those of a human hand. 


Advocates Shooting One 

The only positive proof that Sas¬ 
quatch Is real, Dr. Krantz empha-, 
sized, is to obtain a piece of the j 
animal, or a set of his bones. No* 
one has ever found a skeleton of 
Sasquatch, but then, who has ever; 
found the bones of a cougar orj 
bear which has died a natural 
death? -The only solution, Krantz! 
said, is for someone to shoot ai 
specimen of Bigfoot — one only.] 
But, once he is shot, don’t go for 
help : — immediately cut off his 
head and take it. If one were to* 
go for help in removing the body, 
chances are it would be gone upon 1 
his return. 

In ense one has misgivings, Dr.j 
Krantz pointed out that Sasquatch ( 
is no moi'e human than a gorilla! 
and probably lives much like a 
bear. 

However, he did not advocate 
killing .more than one for scientific 
purposes, and cautioned that it. 
could be extremely dangerous to 1 
wound one. Taking of a specimen 
should be attempted only by ait 
experienced and accurate hunter.^ 


Authentic Track* Can't Be Faked 

Few, If any, persons attempting 


Since this is the general reac¬ 
tion of most people when they 
hear such stories from their 
friends, it is understandable that 
some who have seen Bigfoot or his 
tracks, would be very cautious 
about mentioning it. 


to fake Sasquatch footprints 
would know this mathematical 
fact about anatomy, and those who 
have gone to all the effort tb make 
false prints have simply expanded 
the outline of the human foot. 


Dr. Krantz estimates that there 
have been at least ten times as 
many sightings as those 600 which 
were reported, which would 
amount to several thousand. He 
said he believed that about half 
the reports are true. 


Convinced by Evidence 

Until a few years ago, when he 
had the opportunity to examine 
new evidence. Dr. Krantz did not 
believe that Sasquatch existed. In 
the first place, in order to main¬ 
tain a breeding population, he said 
there would have to a group of ap¬ 
proximately 200 of them, and 
there has been no evidence of such 
a band. However, as hunters know. 


To produce an authentic-looking 
set of Sasquatch tracks, Krantz 
l>omtcd out, the faker must be an 
expert in human anatomy and un¬ 
derstand how size affects strength 
and weight; he must have a whole 
organization working for him, lay¬ 
ing down tracks in remote areas in 
hundreds of locations where the 
odds are against their ever being 
found; he must have been active 
in this work since the early 1930’s, 
when some of the first photos 
were taken of Bigfoot tracks; and 
he must be very old, since some 
descriptions date back over 100 
years ago. In fact, Sasquatch is an 
Indian name and the creatures are 
described in American Indian folk¬ 
lore. 


Hunting Sasquatch with dogs 
has never been successful, Dr. 
Krantz said. Persons who have at¬ 
tempted to follow these tracks 
with dogs have reported that when 
they neared their quarry, the dogs 
became absolutely terrorized. They 
have the same experience with 
horses. 


humans, bears (and Sasquatehes), 
do not leave many footprints as’ 


In short, nil explanations for 
Sasquatch are impossible except 
that they exist, Krantz said. 


Young Ones, Too 

Sasquatch youngsters have been 
seen, too. One man reported the 
appearance of a four-foot speci¬ 
men, and others have seen their 
footprints. 


they walk in forests or wild, rug¬ 
ged country.' Only w{ien they hap¬ 
pen to step on something soft, 
?uch as mud, clay or a dusty sur¬ 
face, will they leave a' trail. 


He told of tracks which he re¬ 
cently examined in Southwest 
Washington along an abandoned 
logging trail. Many of the 161 
footprints originally reported had 
been destroyed by persons who, 
first arrived at the scene, but he 
studied between 40 and 50 still re¬ 
maining Intact. 


There is no proof of any rela¬ 
tionship between Sasquatch and 
the Abominable Snowman, who is 
reported to inhabit the Himalayas, 
but Dr. Krantz said the latter may 
be a smaller species — if they ac¬ 
tually exist. 
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Pictures of Sasquatch 

Dr. Krantz showed color slides, 
taken by a California man of a 
creature thought to be a Sas¬ 
quatch. It was 7 feet tall and 
weighed about 500 pounds. The 
photographer was so excited he 
tripped and fell, dropping his cam¬ 
era, but picked it up and snapped 
pictures rom a kneeling position. 
His experience was made particul¬ 
arly unforgettable, he told Dr. 
Krantz, when the creature turned 
and looked at him with an expres¬ 
sion of utter contempt in its eyes. 


Another man who was consider¬ 
ably shaken by his experience re¬ 
lated that he was awakened from 
a nap in a beached rowboat by a 
Sasquatch which poked him with 
its finger and walked away.

A Portland State Universi¬ 
ty anthropologist who has 
made a saencfic study of In¬ 
dian “Sasquatch” legends 
says he doubts that such a 
“Bigfoot-type” creature ex- 
istsed. 

“I’d be delighted if some¬ 
one actually found a Sas¬ 
quatch, but I don’t think it 
will happen,” Prof. Wayne 
Suttles told The Journal. 

Suttles, who will be one of 
the speakers at the 86th an¬ 
nual meeting of the Ameri¬ 
can Folklore Society Thurs¬ 
day through Sunday at the 
Benson Hotel, is author of a 
survey of Sasquatch-type 
legends of the Coast Salish 
Indians in Southern British 
Columbia and the Puget 
Sound region. 

This study, published re¬ 
cently in Northwest Anthro¬ 
pological Research Notes, 
catalogues the similarities 
and differences in Sas¬ 
quatch-type stories in the 
folklore" of seven Salish 
tribes. 

He said all the tribes have 
stories about gigantic forest 
creatures resembling men or 
apes — but that few of the 


Expert 

tales agree on a description 
of the creature. 

Two tribes — the Stalo and 
Lummi — describe the Sas¬ 
quatch as ‘‘hairy” ape-like 
beings, whereas the Twana 
describe them as human-like 
and wearing a breechcloth, 
said Prof. Suttles. 

The Quinault, he said, de¬ 
scribe the Sasquatch (or Ce- 
jatko) as having a 6-foot 
quartz spike on the right big 
toe. 

Suttles said the wide disa¬ 
greement on what a Sas¬ 
quatch supposedly looks like' 
causes him to believe the 
legendary creature falls into 
the same category as Asian- 
European myths about were¬ 
wolves, vampires and drag¬ 
ons. 

It is possible, he added, 
that 20th century technologi¬ 
cal man has even developed 
his own modern-day Sas¬ 
quatch — the flying saucer. 

"Why do such tales arise, 
and why do people seem to 
need them?” chuckled Prof. 
Suttles. "Damned if I know." 

Suttles, who lived and 
worked with the Salish to 
gather some of their folklore 
first-hand, said it was his 
impression that the Salish do 
not equate the "supematur-

al” or the “mythical” with 
the "unreal,” after the fash¬ 
ion of Western scientists. 

“It is certainly true that 
we anthropologists (have) 
generally dumped Sas- 
quatch-like beings into a cat¬ 
egory of ‘supernaturals’ and 
Jet it go at that,” Suttles 


wrote in his Sasquatch arti¬ 
cle. 

"We may have done this 
because we are professional¬ 
ly interested more in native 
culture than in .the. facts ;of 
zoology, but I think it is 
more because we are operat¬ 
ing with too simple a version 
of the Western dichotomy 
(equating the “mythical” 
with the “unreal.”) 

Suttles continued: “Once, 
years ago, I was eliciting 
ethnozoological information 
from an aged Lummi friend, 
Julius Charles. I had gone 
through Dalquest’s ‘Mam¬ 
mals of Washington’ asking 
about everything from 
shrews to elk and when I fin¬ 
ished Julius said something 
like, ‘There’s another animal 
you haven’t got there. They 
used to be around here but 
t h e y ’v e become pretty 
scarce and the white people 
have never caught one and 
put it in a zoo. 

“It had a big body in the 
middle and two heads, one at 
each side. It lived in swamps 
where it swam about. But it 
could turn into a couple of 
mallards and fly away. It 
had three kinds of noises — 
one was like the laugh of a 


loon, one like the hoot of a 
hound, and one like the hiss¬ 
ing of a mallard drake. It 
was a great thing to get so 
you’d become an Indian doc¬ 
tor.’ ” 

Suttles said Charles told 
him that such creatures 
were seen by men who w'ere 
training to become doctors 
— or in other words were 
questing for shamanistic vi¬ 
sions. 

“Evidently to Julius the 
two-headed serpent was just 
as much a ‘real animal’ as 
the rest of those on my list. 
It belonged to a class (of 
power-transmitting crea¬ 
tures) that included most or 
all of my animals. 

“For Julius, as for other 
Coast Salish I have worked 
with since, a distinction be¬ 
tween ‘real’ and ‘mythical’ 
or ‘natural’ and ‘supernatur¬ 
al’ beings just is not there. 

“Thus a description of 
Coast Salish culture that is 
truly ‘emic’—that is, orga¬ 
nized by native categories — 
should describe whales and 
bears, Sasquatches and 
two-headed serpents all un¬ 
der the same heading as part 
of the ‘real’ world of the 
Coast Salish. 


“But this is not to say that 
they ought to have the same 
kind of reality for the West¬ 
ern scientist, who surely 
ought to go on seeking evi¬ 
dence and doubting what evi¬ 
dence does not support. But 
rather than trying to sort out 
the beings Indians talk about 
into the ‘real’ and the ‘myth¬ 
ical,’ it might be better to 
apply our dichotomy to the 
attributes that Indians as¬ 
cribe to these beings." 

Included in the Salish leg¬ 
ends, said Prof. Suttles, are 
stories about creatures that 
knock down trees with a 
stick, dwarfs known as “Lit¬ 
tle Earths” who live in the 
forest and steal human souls, 
and “underwater people” 
who live in plank houses at 
the bottom of Hood Canal. 

Also, he said, there is a 
widespread legend about a 
child-stealing female ogress, 
bearing some resemblance 
to the European Hansel and 
Gretel tale. 

Although Prof. Suttles said 
he doubts the “reality” of 
the Sasquatch, he stressed 
that it is not completely im¬ 
possible that such a creature 
exists — or existed at some 
time in the past. 


2 Report Seeing 
Prints of Snowman 

KATMANDU, Nepal — A 
Polish mountaineer and a ! 
Sherpa guide have reported 
seeing the footprints of the 
Abominable Snowman. 

Andrej Zawada said in a mes¬ 
sage he saw the prints “in two 
distinct individual tracks along 
a long distance of snow and ice. 
They were clearly the track of 
the Yeti,” the Nepalese name 
for the creature. 

A Sherpa' guide said he also 
saw Yeti prints several hours 
after Zawada did. The guide 
said the prints were pointed at 
the toe with round heels. 

Many residents on the Hima¬ 
layan slopes have reported 
seeing the creature, described 
as a cross between a man and a 
gorilla, but it has never been 
captured, even on film. 

Zawada and his team are i 
trying to scale Mount Lhotse, a 
27,903-foot peak next to Mount i

Through the ages, man ha* • 
manifested a need to believe in 
scientifically unproycn facts as 
a way to reinforce his other be- - 
liefs. Such myths have become 
part of the traditional folklore 
of many civilizations, both old 
and new, as’humans seek to ex- ' 
plain somehow a practice, a be¬ 
lief, or a short or long-lived. 
phenomenon. 

What is fact? What Is fiction? . 
The scientific method often can 
be used to ferret out the truth,. 
Mythology, however, .still con-. 
fronts modern science with 
some animal legends that offer 1 
challenges to those who seek to 
explain them. 

One of the most fascinating, - 
things that the Smithsonian In¬ 
stitution's large staff of scien¬ 
tists and cultural historians 
docs, is to verify whether 
"facts” brought to our attention., 
are really facts. • 

A good example was our * 
study of the famous Kensington , 
stone, a piece of rock found in 
Minnesota that appeared to .• 
have runic inscriptions on it. 
leading one to f pclieva that the 
Vikings may well have explor--, 
cd the interior of our continent 
as early as the 14th century.. 
We spent considerable time « 
studying this stone and finally . 
concluded that it was a hoax. 

OFTEN CHALLENGED 

Over the years we have often 
been challenged by the question 
of whether certain animal* ac¬ 
tually occur in the world or are 
merely myths or hoaxes. On 
one occasion a report that 
seemed at first fantastic turned 
out to he true. The coelacanth,, 
a fish thought to be extinct for', 
fiO million years, was found in' 
1938 still alive near South Af¬ 
rica in the Indian ocean. 

One report that I have had a 
particular interest in for a long 
time is the existence of the so- 
called Abominable Snowman. 
For years I have been traveling 
in the Himalayas, that range of ’ 
mountains that fringes North¬ 
ern India and Tibet and Paki¬ 
stan, trying to make a defini¬ 
tive tabulation of all the species, 
of bird life indigenous to that 
area. Rut I am also interested 
in mammal species and have 
been fascinated with rumors 
and reports from natives and . 
i travelers of a strange creature 
I in these mountains called the 
Abominable Snowman. 

No hard evidence has turned 
up that stieh a creature exists. 
I've examined a *enlp that was 
purportedly that of a Snowman • 
land the hairs that were em¬ 
bedded in the scalp were from • 
a goat antelope or Rcrow, not. 
from a primate. ! 


The scientific method, which 
we at the Smithsonian endorse, 
consists of ferreting out facts 
and real evidence, which might 
'je a skull, hair, bones, diges¬ 
tive leavings, or some other 
solid, objective piece of evi¬ 
dence by which trained schol¬ 
ars can make dispassionate 
conclusions. a 

NO PRIMATE ITAIR 

Hair. for example. The 
Abominable Snowman Is report¬ 
edly a mammal, and must have, 
long fur to keep it warm in cold 
weathrr. Experts at the Smith¬ 
sonian can examine the cellular 
construction of hair under a mi- 
crdscope and tell whether It ba-, 
longed to a pig or a bear or to 
a primate. So far no primate’ 
hairs have been found. f 

Footprints that have been' 
seen in the mountains and pho¬ 
tographed are very elusive and 
controversial because in the 
snow footprints enlarge or be¬ 
come smaller with the melting 
and freezing cycle in the high 
mountains. There Is nothing 
that really enables one as a sci¬ 
entist to say that the footprint 
is quite obviously a primate, a- 
higher primate, a gibbon, or 
some equivalent animal. 

And. of course, there Is the. 
fact that a great many of the 
events from the people who live 
high in the Himalayas — Tibe-- 
tans, yak herder’s, Chinese.' 
Shcrpas, Nepalese — often are 
thought to he fanciful and my- 
thical. Naturally, there is a re-, 
mole possibility that there are 
animals up there which we 
have not yet discovered. I 
wouldn’t totally exclude It. be¬ 
cause the vastness of the land¬ 
scape. the distance, the difficul¬ 
ty of moving, as a human 
being, through these high alti- 
tude mountain ranges, is 1m- 
mense. 


' NOT ABOMINABLE 

This animal, if It exists and 
is not just a scries of folk tRlcs. 
certainly should not be called 
"Abominable" or a “monster ” 
If It's the sort of small harm¬ 
less primate gibbon-like erra- 
tore that I think it could con¬ 
ceivably be. it's certainly not 
nbominnblc; It is merely some 
living species of animal, that is 
as yet unknown.

at least six inches off the floor,” Fire Chief John Gleason said 
in a telephone interview Sunday night. 

Gleason said his men made the observations Sunday morn¬ 
ing at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Gerard Goodin and their 10- 
: year-old daughter. : 

"Were not very good at chasing .devils.” .sajd Gleason, 

. noting that his men notified department chaplain Rev. Ed¬ 
ward Doyle alter they determined that the four-room struc¬ 
ture's foundation was secure. 

Police said they were called to the house about 10 a.m. when 
Mrs. Goodin reported that a kitchen table had flipped over. 
Police said shortly after arriving they asked for fire de¬ 
partment assistance. 

Gleason said there was no immediate explanation of the dis¬ 
turbance which continued periodically throughout the day. He 
said his men left the scene after notifying the chaplain. 

During the course of the day a crowd ot about 1.500 persons 
gathered in the streets, and extra police were called to control 
the crowd.

usual things have been hap¬ 
pening in the rural neigh¬ 
borhood. ‘‘My dogs have 
been barking all nightlong,” 
she said.

He 
said people with unusual 
mental powers such as ESP 
are instrumental in the 
search, because they can 
gather impressions about the 
whereabouts of tracks and 
other evidence. 

‘‘They’ve led me right to 
tracks," he explained. 

"Most of our ESP-ers 
have been tested and proven 
to have psychic powers," 
Guttilla said. 

With Guttilla on the ex¬ 
pedition was Adelle Chil¬ 
dress, a North 'Oaks resi-. 
dent who is a member of 
the Astro-Psychic Aware¬ 
ness Association of North 
Hollywood. 


She said the group ex¬ 
plored the area Sunday night 
and found several giant im¬ 
pressions near Vasquez 
Canyon. "We also saw three 
UFO’s -- no kidding!” said 
another member of the 
.APAA. 

• Guttilla said there was no 
clear evidence that the two- 
foot-long impressions were 
Bigfoot tracks, because they 
were not arranged to lead 
in any one direction. The 
holes were old and eroded, 
he said. 

Guttilla took issue with a 
Signal account of the re¬ 
search group’s earlier ex¬ 
pedition in Plum Canyon, 
lie said “tongue-in-cheek” 
press coverage of the event 
caused informants to “clam 
’ up"- for fear of being ridi¬ 
culed. 

lie said the newspaper’s 
front-page picture of an ex¬ 
pedition member carrying 
a lethal-looking M-ll seni- 
automatic rifle gave the mis¬ 
leading impression that the 
searchers “arc a bunch of 
lunatics and fanatics.” 

. He said the searcher, Ron 
Bailey, has never fired the 
.gun, but carries it only as 

• a precaution. The research¬ 
ers are “sacrificing their 
reputations and personal 
■fortunes” in conducting the 


investigation, he said. 

Guttilla decried a hoax 
by a group of Canyon Coun¬ 
try youths who took turns 
dressing in a gorilla suit 
to imitate a monster and 
frighten motorists on Bou¬ 
quet Canyon Road. 

Some people who wit¬ 
nessed the ruse were deep- 
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ly disturbed, he remarked. 

The researchers are 
carefully gathering testi¬ 
mony from residents in the 
canyons, and soon hope to 
release an account of the 
findings, Guttilla said. 

A spokesman for Channel

LONDON (API — A British scientist said Saturday he is on 
the threshold or inventing an antigravity motor that could fly a 
manned spaceship to the stars using nuclear fuel the size of a 
pea. 

Eric Laithwaite. professor of heavy electrical engineering 
at lamdon’s Imperial College of Science and Technology, said 
the motor is based on the gyroscope, a rapidly spinning top 
that defies gravity. Gyroscopes already are used to guide 
spaceships. 

"The motor is not easy to explain. If it was, others would 
have tried to produce one by now,” said Laithwaite, who de¬ 
scribed himself as an astro-engineer. 

* Laithwaite began working on the motor about six months] 
ago after Edwin (tickman, who works with an electrical engK 
neering firm, came to film with'tlie Idea. Hickman had ] 
patented it after he said it came to him in recurring dreams. *

"In my opinion,” Berlitz 
said, "we are not yet ad¬ 
vanced enough scientifically 
to understand what is happen¬ 
ing, but we arc making tech¬ 
nological advances at such a 
rate that I think we will know 
the answer in the near fu¬ 
ture.” 

What we know now, Berlitz 
said, is the fact that ships and 
planes arc disappearing in the 

• area (also known as the Dev- 
jil’s Triangle) at an alarming 
• rate. One boat a week and 1 two 

planes a month is his esti¬ 
mate, a figure that a Federal 
Aviation Agency spokesman in 
Atlanta thought much too 
high, but which a Coast Guard 
spokesman in Miami said was 
"not out of bounds.” 

From studying the radio 
communications of those who 
have not survived, Berlitz said 
, he has determined that the ap¬ 
pearance of the cloud occurs 

• almost always. He believed it 
•may be an electromagnetic 
[haze, which would explain the \ 

mechanical failures. He 
argues further that such a 
haze might very well trans¬ 
form matter into an invisible 
state. 

I-or almost three decades, 
he said, there have been re- 
: ports that the Navy success¬ 
fully conducted an experiment 
with magnetically induced dis- 
appearances in the Philadel¬ 
phia naval shipyard. A ship 
and its crew, he said, was re- j 
ported to have been made in- ( 
visible, and then visible again. 

He claimed an honorary 
close collaborator of his, J. 
■Mtnson Vallcntinc, curator of 
the Museum of Science of 
Miami, has spoken to some of 
those involved, although he 
admits he has never -met any 
of them. According to Vallcn¬ 
tinc, Berlitz said, some of the 
men died during the experi- 
: ment and others became emo- 
- tionally disturbed. 

Some, he said, continued to 
disappear and appear again 
’ from time to time over the 
years. 

The Navy never has verified 
that such an experiment took 
place. 

If magnetism is involved, 
Berlitz said, it may emanate 
from a power source beneath 
the sea. In a previous book he 
suggested that the lost civili-, 
zation of Atlantis is located j 
beneath the Caribbean, wherej 

Liverpool] 
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recent discoveries have in¬ 
cluded structures that appear 
to be manmade. 

Perhaps, he s u g g c s t c d, 
there may be a power source 
in the area so powerful as to 
still be operative, or which 
might flare up every now and 
then. 

Or, he continued, there may 
even be a civilization flourish¬ 
ing beneath the sea .. . one 
that suddenly has become 
alarmed by man’s pollution of 
their previously remote and 
protected environment. 

While reserving judgment 
on this point, Berlitz did say 
that most sightings of uniden¬ 
tified flying objects and uni¬ 
dentified submarine objects — 
strange vehicles beneath the 
surface — have occurred in 
the triangle area. 

Even Columbus, be said, re¬ 
ported seeing "flaming 
shield" hurl -past his ship and 
continue down into the water. 

Of all the disappearances in 
the triangle, perhaps the most 
intriguing involve those in 
which entire crews have van¬ 
ished, while their ships were 
left to float adrift. It is these 
occurrences that have given 
rise to the cosmic zoo theo¬ 
ries, which propose that alien 
creatures are collecting hu¬ 
mans for study in some other 
part of the universe. 

What -makes these theories 
more palatable, Berlitz said, 
is the fact that animals are 
always left behind, except for 
talking parrots — as if the 
alien creatures used speech as 
the mark of a human being. 

Spokesmen for the FAA and 
Miami Coast Guard unit re¬ 
fused to take the talk of a 
mysterious Bermuda Triangle 
Seriously. 

Both pointed out that the 
area includes more than 200,- 
OOO square miles, most of it 
water. Considering the ig-rcat 
flow of air and sea traffic 
through the area, they said, 
the disappearances that do 
occur arc not really unusual. 

The Coast Guard spokesman 
added that planes or ships 
which sink in that area of the 
Atlantic would probably be 
sucked into deep currents and 
pulled north along the bottom 
of the ocean by the Gulf 
Stream, which he described as 
being "just like a river.” 
Much of the free-floating de¬ 
bris in the North Atlantic, he 
suggested, may be wreckage 
of disasters in the Bermuda 
Triangle. Other vehicles, he 
said, probably disappear in 
the sandy ocean bottom. 

“The Bermuda Triangle,” 
he said, "is one of two areas 
in the world where compass 
needles point to true north, not 
magnetic north (the North 
Pole) as they do everywhere 
else.

“If this compass variation is 
not accounted for, you can be 
put off your course by as 
much as 100 miles. You can be 
going out to sea and think 
you’re going back to shore.” 

He attributed, most of the 
disappearances ■ to poor sea¬ 
manship or poor airmanship. 

In the face of such official 
pooh-poohing, which he refers 
to a "cosmic Watergate," Ber¬ 
litz persists. 

"When we learn more about 
the Bermuda Triangle,” he 
said, "we will learn more 
about man’s past. There are 
indications that past civiliza¬ 
tions destroyed themselves in 
some sort of nuclear confla¬ 
gration. Isn’t that what we’re 
on the verge of doing again?”
